Signal Service. 


A party of gentlemen were stand- 


ng on the Like House porch yester- 
lay afternoon watching the telegraph- 
ng between two parties of U. S. Sig- 
nal Surveys. One party was stationed 
on the highest peak of the mountain 
range northeast of us and the other 
on one of the peaks near LakeTahoe. 
The telegraphing is done by an in- 
strument known as the heliotrope, 
which concentrates the ravs of the 
sun to a focus and casts them straight 
ahead, similar to a mirror, and by an 
agreed series of short and long flushes 
cau communicate the temperature, 
etc., from point to point, similar to 
telegraphing. This is in general use 
over the United States, and is of 
great value to the Weathsr Bureau. 
The party whose signals were noted 
is situated thirty-five miles from here 
and yet the flashes were as bright as 
the sun. Mr. Einbeck, the chief of 
Pacific Division of the Service, has 
been in Beno a major portion ol the 
time for the lapt few mont'is.
